The 
ship drove crazily before the storm. 
A crash sounded above the roar of tbe 
wind and the mariners knew that the 
sails had gone. A moment later the 
ship swirled m a tremendous sea and 
capsized. 
This was off Longport. 


Meanwhile she was sighted from shore, 
but the task of rescue then was hope- 
leas. It was clear that no boat could 
brave the sea for more than a lew mo- 
ments. 


The Ocean City life crew determined 


to try, and Peck's Beach crew turned 
in to help. The lifeboat was launched 
and almost immediately a huge wave 
broke over her and threw her angrily 
back upon the sands. Again and again 
was the attempt made, only to meet 
with the same rebuff. Eventually tbe 
futility of the work -was recognized 
and the would-be rescuers were com- 
pelled to abandon it. 


With tbe cold benuaibing their very 


faculties and exhaustion creeping over 
them they clung to the spars with des- 
peration. Thus tne nignt passed. With 
the dawn came a lull in the storm and 
they knew their prayers had been 
heard. At the first streak of light the 
weary watchers on shore put out a 
boat, safely reached th^ wr«k and Car- 
ried the weakened seamen back to 
land

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NO GREEN STAMPS. 


Be Died on 
The Sickly Color Will Mot 


Foreign Mail. 


The sickly green postage stamp has 


had a knockout. Bed will remain the 
color of the 2 cent stamps. It all came 
about through the discovery the other 
day of a forgotten resolution adopted by 
the universal postal congress, which 
met here last spring. Somebody in the 
postoffice department remembered the 
resolution and told Postmaster General 
Gary about it. Then Mr. Gary informed 
Secretary Gage, who immediately is- 
sued an order rescinding the previous 
order to the chief of the bureau of en- 
graving and printing to strike off the 2 
cent stamps of the sickly hue. 


The resolution of the postal congress

The 
stockholders and the second mortgage 
bondholders get nothing, as a rule. 
Hard times caused by the gold standard 
are generally profitable for bankers of 
that kind. 


"But mine is a country bank. I lend 


money to farmers and business meil 
who live arounJ EC. When times are 
good we get our money back easily, 
and the business man generally bor- 
rows again to extend his business. A 
country bank hates to foreclose a 
mortgage on a farm. 
If it does it ' 


forces that farm on to an overstocked 
market, and down goes the price of 
other farms upon which it may have 
also made loans. 
The big eastern 


banker doesn't care if he does foreclose 
a mortgage on a railroad. Often it ia 
profitable for him and his associates to 
do so. But it is never profitable for 
us country bankers. 
We profit more 


In good times. A restoration of 
the 


bimetallic system will, I think, give us 
good times, therefore, I'm a bimetal- 
list."

African piano. It is made of calabashes 
of graded sizes, which are Bormouutf-d 
by Lciuds, of graded sizes also, nil be- 
ing attached to a semicircular frauie. 
Each Lourd represents n note or half 
tone and omits its appointed sonnn 
when struck by ono of tlm two rubber 
balls at the ends of two sticks, which 
nro cleverly handled by the mnsiciau. 
While almost every uativo can beat the 
drum or play some of the minor mnsical 
instruments, the plnyiug of the nuidim- 
ba ia an art which only a few (special- 
ists l,T.rn. They most bo p;iid for play- 
ing at festivities or ceremonies, ami 
their art support* tlinn, either partly 
or entirely.—Journal of American Folk 
Lore.

Board of Health, bat the schools will 
not be reopened for a few days at 


The members of tbe board 


and health officer Laadick have had 
all the diphtheria to oope with that 
they care to have daring the re- 
mainder of their respective terms of 
offlee, and they desire to be as care- 
ful as possible In retaining the quar- 
antine until there is no possibility of 
danger from being too hasty. 


A special meeting of the board was 


to have been held at noon to-day, 
bat as J>r. Laadick would not favor 
tbe reopening of the schools for a 
few days yet, the board was satisfied 
to 
rely 
upon 
bis 
judgment 


in the matter 
and no 
session 


was held. 
Superintendent Miller 


was on band as usual to look after 
the Interests of the public schools 
and was promised that if the condi- 
tions relative to tbe spread of the 
disease continued as encouraging as 
they are at present, arrangements 
could be made to open the schools by 
Thursday or Friday of this week. 


The new cue at the Carey resi- 


dence on west Kibby street, which 
was mentioned in the TIMES-DKHO- 
CRAT Saturday, had no* yet been 
reported to health officer Landiok 
when the meeting of the board was 
held Saturday night, bat it was a 
genuine case, nevertheless, and the 
bouse is now under quarantine. An- 
other new ease has developed at the 
Furry residence on McPheron avenue 
and tbe quarantine has been replaced 
at that place. 


Tbe following cases have been dis- 


missed and released from quarantine 
since Saturday: Morgan, Kohl street;

QUAKASTtXK MODIFOED. 


Yesterday, the Sabbath day, was 


observed almost as usual; after more 


& week of total abstinence 


from their usual gatherings at prayer 
meetings and other religions services 
tbe church-going people resumed life 
as before the strict quarantine was 
established a week previous. The 
absence of children at any service and 
the omission of Sunday schools was 
the only deviation from the usual 
programme ot the day at the various 
churches. 
The morning services 


were not so largely attended as a rule 
as those last evening, by which time 
the action ot the Board at Health, 
modifying the quarantine rules, be- 
came generally known. 


At the special meeting of the 


Board Mayor Baxter and Messrs. 
Barley, Hanensteln, Fisk and Lin- 
derman and Health Officer Lauflick, 
were present Dr. Laudlck reported 
that although two or three suspicious 
cases that might prove to ba diph- 
theria were ueiag watched, only one 
new case had been officially reported 
to him, and that that case was at the 
tome of tbe Johnson family 
on 


Helndel street. 


Upon motion the health officer was 


nstructed to visit and examine tbe 
suspicious cases and a motion to allow 
extra fees for this service was also 
carried. 


Dr. Laudlck further reported, as 


was stated In the TIMES DEMOCRAT 
Saturday, that two more cases had 
been dismissed and two more houses 
released from quarantine, leaving 
only fonrteen houses under quaran 
tine and that several more could be 
dismissed within the ntii two o 
three days. 


Mr. Flsk stated that from inter- 


views with numerous physicians he 
had found tbat opinions were almost 
unanimously favorable to tbe with 
drawal of the restrictions against 
public meetings of adults or lodge 
meetings, but that very few favored 
reopening the schools at present. 


The health officer stated tbat there 


was plenty of danger of the disease be 
ing spread by adults, but thought 
it reasonably sate to permit meetings 
If children were barred 
He was de- 


cidedly opposed to opening the pub 
He schools, especially those on the 
south side, at least until a week later. 


NO CHILDREN OTtKD APPLT. 


Finally, after considerable diicus< 


sion upon the subject, the board 
passed a resolution modifying the 
quarantine measures to an extent 
permitting tbe holding of public 
meetings, lodge meetings, etc., but 
requiring that no children under 15 
years of age should be permitted to 
attend any meeting or public gather- 
ing. The order permits the holding 
of church services tbat are attended 
by adults only, but the public, paro- 
chial and Sunday schools must re- 
main closed until farther action by 
the board to modify the quarantine 
to that extent. Sup't Miller; nf the 
public schools, was prevent and en 
deavored to persuade tbe board to 
permit the reopening of schools In 
districts not infected with dipb 
therle, and a motto* to that effect 
was also favored hj Maters.

About 8 o'clock Saturday •teataaT, 


on the terenty -second anniversary of 
his birth, William Ackermaa, one of 
the beet known field sportsmen IB the 
state, died at bis bone, 8tt sooth 
Mala street, after a lingering illneae.

Daring 
tbe early yean of his life be visited 
all parts of the globe as a mariner, 
but became tired of the sea-faring 
life when between 25 and 30 yean of 
age and he resumed life on terra 
firms at Brooklyn, N. T., where later 
he was married. In 1873 he removed 
to Tontogany, O., and about a year 
later removed to this city and made 
his home here the remainder of his 
Ufa. For many years he waa propri- 
etor ot a saloon at Main and Vine 
streets, and during the time when 
the oil boom was at Its belghth he 
opened the Bod and Gun saloon in 
tbe southeast corner of tbe public 
square. 
Daring the past several 


years he was associated with hie son- 
in-law, Alex Oaatle, as the senior 
member of the tool works firm, Ack- 
erman A Castle. 


AN 
HABKSMAN. 


For bunting and fishing there was 


no greater sportsman in Lima than 
"Uncle Billy," as tbe deceased wasj 
more familiarly known among his 
associates. 
Until within the last 


few months of his life he enjoyed 
health and strength that waa re 
markable for a man of his age, and 
could distance many yonager sports- 
men in a quail bant. He was a mem- 
ber of the South Side Gun Club and 
led the score at many a shoot held by 
that club. Several years ago he won 
and successfully defended a hand- 
some cup valued at SSOO and with it 
gained distinction as the champion 
wing shot of the state. 


The deceased's wife and two daugh- 


ters, Mrs. Alex Oastle and Mrs. John 
A. Ohapln, survive him. Tbe funeral 
services will be conducted from tbe 
esldeoea at 2 o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon and the remains will be in- 
terred in Woodlawn.
